LONDON, June 22. — Considerable 
surprise was occasioned in London to- 
day by the discovery that the wedding 
of Prince Albert Radziwill and Miss 
Dorothy Deacon, daughter of the late 
Edward Parker Deacon of Boston, 
would not take place as arranged. 

The ceremony was to bs performed 
at St. Mary’s Roman Catholic Church, 
Cadogan Square. A large number of 
persons assembled in the church, and a 
special staff of police was in attend- 
ance. No bride or bridegroom ap- 
peared, however, and beyond the state- 
ment that the wedding would not take 
place to-day no information was forth- 
coming at the church. Other inquiries 
were made by THE New YORK TIMES 
correspondent, and the hitch is said 
to be due to the fact that an important 
witness cannot be here before Friday. 
At present it is intended that the mar- 
riage shall take place on Saturday 
morning. It will be a quiet affair, 
with no guests. 

The bride-to-be and her mother are 
staying at the Cavendish Hotel, Jer- 
myn Street. Prince Albert Radziwill’s 


’ position makes it essential that ali due 


formalities to make the marriage legal 
be observed. 

There are several branches of the 
Radziwill family, both Prussian and 
Russian. It may be recalled _that 
Prince Albert's kinsman, who was for 
some years at the Russian Embassy in 
London, left here on account 
of a fracas with a member of the Ger- 
man Embassy. 

Miss Dorothy Deacon is not as well 
known in London as her sister, Miss 
Gladys Deacon, who is credited with 
having retired from English society in 
order to follow her own mode of life in 
Paris. Her devoted admirer is said to 
be the husband of an American wearer 
of the strawberry leaves, who no longer 
lives with her ducal husband. 

The bride-elect aierrince Radziwill 
is a very lovely girl, and the young cou- 
ple are desperately in love. The bride- 
groom-elect is only 24 years old. 

Inquiry late to-night at the Caven- 
dish Hotel elicited the reply that no 
statement would be made regarding the 
matter, which was purely a family af- 
fair, and that the wedding would take 
place on Saturday at St. Mary’s Church. 
The proprietor of the Cavendish Hotel 
Said the delay was due to the bride- 
groom’s failure to get some necessary 
papers. It is said that Prince Albert 
went to Paris last night, returning here 
at 7 o'clock to-night and going straight 
to the Cavendish Hotel, where he dined 
with Miss Deacon and her mother.

FATAL ROBBERY IN GERMANY. 


City Hall Shattered and Bank Looted 
-—Boy and Thief Die. 


FRIEDEERG, Hesse, June 22.—A des- 
perate attempt at robbery which occurred 
here late this afternoon resulted in two 
deaths and the wounding of several per- 
sons, 

A bomb was exploded at about 4:30 
o’clock in the City Hall. The roof, doors, 
and windows were shattered and the stair- 
cases destroyed. The officials, who still 
were at their desks, marvelously escaped 
being killed and they made their way 
out of the building by means of ladders. 

In the meantime a b!lack-masked robber 
entered the adjoining branch of the Im-

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HUGHES TO VISIT ROOSEVELT. 


Latter Denies That He Is Opposed to 
Direct Nominations. 


ALBANY, June 22.—Gov. Hughes has 
accepted an invitation from Theodore 
Racsevelt to visit him at Sagamore Hill 
in the near future. 

When asked to-night concerning the 
former President’s invitation the Governor 
said it had given him great pleasure to 
accept. He added that no date for the 
visit had been fixed, 

Col. Roosévelt’s declaration in New York 
to-day that reports that he was opposing 
Gov. Hughes’s direct nominations policy 
were “entirely without justification,’’ 
caused a stir at the capital, but there 
were no important developments in the 
much muddled primary reform situation. 

To say that the Roosevelt denial has 
created gloom among the leaders who 
have been fighting the Governor on the 
direct nominations issue would be to put 
it mildly. They realize that the former 
President’s statement will undo all they 
have accomplished in tHe last two or three 
days in the way of winning over mem- 
bers by convincing them that Mr, Roose- 
velt had given the word to defeat the 
Governor’s reform. 





In his interview With reporters in The 
Outlook office yesterday Col. Roosevelt 
announced that he expected to see Gov. 
Hughes in the near future, having invited 
him to visit Sagamore Hill. The date was 
not made public. 

At the same time Col. Roosevelt formal- 
ly denied that there was any justification 
for the story circulated in Albany that 
he was opposed to Gov. Hughes’s direct 
primary plan.

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SYNDIGATE AGREES 
TOEND THEATRE WAR 


Managers May Now Book At- 
tractions in the Indepen- 
dent Houses. 





SAVAGE AS THE PEACEMAKER 





Makes Contracts with Both Sides for 
a Long “‘Term—Fight Started 
Ten Years Ago. 





The war that has been raging in the 
theatrical world is about to come to an 
end. Peace is hovering on the outskirts 
of the opposing camps of ‘‘ independents ”’ 
and syndicate, and the meetings are being 
held under an armistice looking toward 
an agreement that will be a capitulation 
for neither’ side, but a reconcillation of 
personal differences for the sake of ithe 
general good. 

In fact, there was a very definite rumor 
Current yesterday that the peace had 
already come, and that an agreement had 
been reached whereby Klaw & Erlanger 
would permit syndicate producers to book 
their attractions in independent theatres 
in such towns that do not have syndicate 
houses. It was said that a meeting had 
been held yesterday afternoon, at which 
such a statement was made to a number 
of managers, but no official confirmation 
could be obtained. That conferences were 
being held looking toward the establish- 
ment of a working agreement between 
Syndicate managers and the Theatre Own- 
ers’ Association was acknowledged, but 
it was stated that the actual agreement 
had not yet been made. 

One syndicate manager, however, Henry 
W. Savage, made a definite statement 
that he would book his attractions in 
independent houses. 


His announcement said:

“This arrangement fulfills the object 
for which John Cort and those affiliated 
with him have been fighting; that of 
bringing all producing managers into an 
agreement such as will eilow them to 
play their attractions independently. It 
does not prohibit Savage or any others 
form placing their offerings in syndicate 
city theatres, as that would be a violation 
of the policy of the association, but it 
rt allow them to play in all ‘ open-door ’ 
10OUSses. 


Cthers for the Open Door. 

“Several other syndicate managers 
have declared for the independent move- 
ment. These men, for certain reasons, 
have refrained from announcing their tn- 
tentio.s, but they will play the territory 
in ‘open-door’ theatres.’’ 

Although no official statement could 
be obtained from Klaw & Erlanger last 
night, it is understood that they are sat- 
isfied with the arrangement made by 
Col. Savage.

The syndicate was formed about 1896

managers. The first definite opposition 
was made by Mr. Fiske, who contended 
that he had not been treated fairly in re- 
gard to a route selected for Mrs. Fiske.

Both Fiske and Belasco continued as 
bitter enemies of the syndicate, with oc- 
casional assistance from other managers. 
They played their attractions in such 
tneatres as they could find open to them. 
Then came the Shuberts, headed by Sam 
S. Shubert, who conceived the idea of 
independent theatres. 


Beginning of the Shuberts. 


Just as he was beginning to start his 
plan in action he was killed in a railroad 
wreck. His brothers, Lee and J. J. Shu- 
bert, took up the idea and began to ac- 
quire theatres iff different parts of the 
ccuntry, inviting independent managers 
to join them. Fiske and Belasq and 
scme others responded, and for several 
vears concerted opposition to the syndi- 


Then Klaw & Erlanger made a ven‘ure 
into the field of vaudeville, and the Shu- 
berts joined with. them, providing some 
city theatres for the new venture. This 
lasted only a short time, but before it 
ended the Shuberts had made booking 
contracts for a number of independent at- 
tractions in syndicate houses. 

In May, 1909, Fiske and Belasco an- 
nounced that they had made arrangements 
to book their attractions with the syndi- 
cate, although they did not at that time 
desert the independents. Mr. Fiske ad- 
hered to his original position of freedom 
with the consent of both factions. 

Early this Spring a new phase of the 
war developed. Instead of it being a 
contest between producing managers and 
the syndicate the thegtre owners came 
into the efight. WitWin a week nearly 
all of the small ‘ one-night-stand”’ thea- 
tre circuits in the Unjted States an- 
nounced the adoption of the ‘‘ open door ”’ 
rolicy of independence. Headed by John 
Cort of Seattle, up to that time a syndi- 
cate theatre manager, the managers of 
these circuitS organized the National 
‘*heatre Owners’ Association and stated 
thet they would pook any meritorious at- 
truction without regard to affiliations. 

i Savage Leads the Way. 

This was followed by a partial disrup- 
tion of the National Association of Pro- 
diicing Managers, a number of whose 
members were syndicate managers. Hen- 
rv W. Savage, one of the must influential 
o? the list and a large producer, was in 
Europe when this came about. He re- 
turned to New York last week, attended 
atineeting of the Producing. Managers’ As- 
s¢ciation, listened to arguments, waited 
until he had heard all sides of the ques- 
tion, and then brought about the plan 
for peace as indicated in his statement of 
yesterday.

Goldwin Smith was 2 Professor of His- 
tory at Cornell University in its early 
days, coming to Ithaca when the univer- 
sity was still very young at the request 
of Andrew D. White and serving without 
remuneration for several years. The 
beautiful new Hall of Humanities at the 
university, dedicated a few years ago, 
is narned in his honor.

FOR AERIAL WAR FLEET. 
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Signal Corps Officers Preparing to Ask 




















| Congress for One at Next Session, 
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WASHINGTON, June 22.—Officers of 
the Signal Corps of the United States 
Army, believing that recent great aerial 
flights accomplished have prepared the 
way for more generous recognition of the 
aeroplane as a factor in war, and will 
lead to the establishment of an aerial] 
fleet by the United States Government, 
are gathering information with which to 
convince Congress of the utility of aero- 
planes. 

At the next session of Congress it is 
proposed to make a plea for an aero- 
nautic fleet for experimental purposes 
and for actual service in scouting and 
carrying messages. The War Department 
has observed that in Germany an airship 
has been constructed to carry passengers 
and has information that Japan has been 
at work constructing an aeroplane fleet, 
and has one machine which can carry 


several men at a speed of sixty miles 
an hour. 

Major Gen. J. Franklin Bell, who is to 
take command of the Philippine division 
next December, is quoted as saying: ‘‘ To 
just what extent heavier-than-air ma- 
chines can be utilized in carrying weight 
is impossible to foresee. But I have per- 
sonally no doubt that aeroplanes will be 
perfected in ten years at the most, if not 
in five, that may be relied upon to carry 
from three to five persons and robably 
a small amount of explosives in addition.”’ 


HAMILTON FLIES IN DARK. 


In the Alr Eighteen Minutes Last 
Evening at Nashville. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., June 22.—Charles

Denies a Report That He’s Against 
Direct Primaries—Dines with 
Robert J. Collier. 





Ex-President Roosevelt cams to town 
yesterday from Oyster Bay and put ina 
characteristically strenuous day and even- 
ing with his characteristic appreciation 
of its strenuosity. Here are some of the 
things he did: 

Made a record trip by automobile in 
from Oyster Bay, beating the Long Island 
Railroad train by five minutes; received 
a delegation of.the Hamilton Club of Chi- 
cago at The Outlook office, talked with 
many othtr callers, gave an interview to 
reporters, attended an Outlook editorial 
conference, held a conference with the 
Scribners about his forthcoming book, 
took luncheon with the Camp-Fire Club, 


where he spoke for more than an hour; 
was the guest of honor at a dinner at 
Sherry’s by Robert J. Collier, and made 
another speech there. He spent the night 
with the Douglas Robinsons and went to 
bed late, showing not the slightest trace 
of fatigue. 

It was the subject of some comment 
last night that the returning ex-Presi- 
dent’s host at his first dinner party was 
the proprietor of Collier's Weekly. 

Col. Roosevelt's automobile made the 
trip from Oyster Bay in an hour and a 
quirter, fe wore a gray suit and a 
panama hat. John Buckland Bishop and 
Mr. and Mrs. G. F. a Farge, who had 
been guests at Sagamore Hill over night, 
accompanied him in the automobile. Miss 
Iethel Roosevelt and Kermit came by the 
8:15 train from Oyster Bay. 

The Colonei reached Tne Outlook office 
shortly after 9 o'clock, and after going 
through a big pile of correspondence with 
his private secretary, Frank Harper, he 
received the fifty members and their 
Wives representing the Hamilton Club. 
Col. John H. BRatten, President of the or- 
ganization, said they had come to New 
york to greet him on account of the 
triendship the club nad fer him dating 
back to the time of his return from the 
Spanish-American war. He and the mem- 
bers of the Hamilton Club invited the 
ex-President to come to Chicago. After 
shaking hands cordially with each mem- 
ber of the deputation the Colonel] said: 

‘Tam so glad to have you all here with 
your better halves and daughters of your 
better halves. I nope to be with you at 
the clubhouse in Chicago about Sept. 16 
on my way back from Kansas City. I 
have received so many invitatiors that 
it is impossible for me to accept more 
than 1 per cent., but the Hamilton Club 
will be one engagement that I shall keep.’’ 

After the departure of the deputation 
Col. Roosevelt gave brief interviews in 
quick succession to Booker T. Washing- 
ton, Col. Cecil Lyons, Chairman of the 
Republican State Committee of Texas; 
Mark Sullivan, General Manager of Col- 
lier’s Weekly, and Leslie J. Tarleton and 
Claude Tritton, the two Englishmen who 
organized the expedition to Africa ana 
came over with him on the Kaiserin Au- 
guste Victoria. 

In his interview with the reporters Col. 
Roosevelt appeared to be In the best of 
spirits. He shook hands with them and, 
incidentally, with the elevator starter and 
a diminutive office boy who did not ex- 
pect it and wondered what it was all 
Labout. For a moment the surprised youth 
appeared to be about to weep, but he 
stifled his emotion by whistling a few bars 
from ‘‘ Has Anybody Here Seen Kelly? ’”’ 

In his greeting to the reporters Col. 
Roosevelt said: 

‘“‘f have editorial duties now myself, 
boys, and I am very busy, but I am 
pleased to sea you.” 

‘“‘Have you anything to say, Colonel? ’”’ 
he was asked. 

‘“*No; not a thing.” 

“Is there any truth In the published 
report from Albany this morning that 
you were opposed to Gov. Hughes in his 
direct primaries plan?’’ was the next 
question. 

“It is entirely without justification,” 
replied the ex-President, ‘‘ and this is the 
first I have heard of it. Now, they 
must not crowd that ctub too much, as 
it is pretty full already and has a big 
waiting list,’’ he went on to say, referring 
to the Ananias Club, and clenching both 
fists to emphasize his remarks. 

I sugpose that shoals of reports such 
as this will crop up from time to time, 
and you may take it from me positively 
that when [ have anything to say on 
important affairs you and the United 
States will know where I stand, for Il 
shall say it over my own signature.” 

‘Are you going to Harvard next 
week?'’’ he was asked.

‘Do you expect to meet Gov. Hughes 
there and discuss the primaries ques- 
tion?*’ he was asked. 

‘““[T am going to Harvard next week,’’ 
the ex-President replied, with a smile, 
‘and shall probably meet the Governor, 
but I have written and asked him to 
come to see me at Ovster Bay. He has 
accepted the invitation, but the date is 
not jefinitelv fixed.”’ 

Col, Rooseveit met eighty-five men of 
note at the dinner given to him last night 
at Sherry’s by Mr. Collier. Among the 
diners were Col. John Jacob Astor, Com- 
mander Peary, George Ade, Robert Ba- 
con, R. Fulton Cutting, John Drew, 
Charles J. Bonaparte, Walter Damrosch, 
Finley Peter Dunne, John Hays Ham- 
mond, Charles Dana Gibson, Otto H.

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ROOSEVELT RAPS FAKERS. 


Tells Camp Fire Club Animals Don’t 
Rely on Color for Concealment. 


Col. Roosevelt took another whack at 
the nature fakers at the luncheon given 
to him yesterday at the Waldorf-Astoria 


by the Camp Fire Club of America, 
though this time his comments were com- 
paratively mild. The object of his gentle 
attack were those who say that ani- 
mals make large use of their coloring for 
concealment purposes. 4 

One book that he referred to was G. 
Henderson Thayer's ‘‘ Concealing Colora- 
tion,’’ which is an exposition of the laws 
of disguise through color and pattern in 
the animal kingdom. This book is found- 
ed on Abbott Henderson Thayer’s reports 
on the subject tvrelve or fourteen years 
ago to the Smithsonian Institution. He 
was the reputed discoverer of these laws 
and gained much credit from them. 

The color protectionist, said Col. Roose- 
velt, goes too far on this theory. Most 
of the animals he saw in Africa, he said, 
depended so little on color and pattern 
protection that it could not be noticed. 
The ones he came to know there tried to 
ecnceal themselves behind material ob- 
jects, just like a man would do, and if 
that couldn’t be accomplished they took 
to their heels when they saw or heard 
bim coming. 

So much for the color protectionists in 
the animal kingdom. Col. Roosevelt said a 
great deal about the conservation of 
game. For more than an hour he talked, 
describing many of the incidents of hs 
hunt. Several times in the course of rds 
speech and at its conclusion memb#¢*s 
fired their revolvers to punctuate their &}- 
plause. 

The luncheon was an ambitious affair. 
It was held on the roof of the Wald*- 
Astoria and 230 were present. The sesticn 
of the roof devoted to the luncheon was 
arranged to look as much like a tent scére 
in the woods as possible. Encircling the 
space was a cordon of standards tea feet 
high, designed by Ernest Thompson §3ton, 
President of the Club, having om them 
shields devoted to Boone, Crocke*i, Pike, 
Carson, Frémont, Audubon, Hearna, Mac- 
kenzie, Richardson, Lewis, Clarké. end 
Kenten.

Bills Introduced at Albany to Ralse 
More Revenue.

ALBANY, June 22.—Efforts by the leg- 
islative leaders to provide additional rev- 
enues held the centre of the stage to-day. 
While Gov. Hughes in his message to 
the Legislature when the present extraor- 
dinary session convened pointed out that 
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in his opinion it would not be necessary 
at the present time to fall back on direct 


ing of a direct tax for that purpose bear- 
ing the names of Senator Hill ana Assem- 
blyman Merritt was introduced in 
branches of the Legislature to-day. 

This action has been the cause of much 
comment among the Governor's 
at the Capitol.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 22.—The 
Postal] Savings Bank bill as passed in 
the House was to-day concurred in by the 
Senate under strong Executive pressure 
and sent to the President for signature, 
Thus the last legislative step is taken 
toward making the postal savings bank a 
fact, and President Taft scores another 
victory for his Adminstration pro- 
gramme. 

Several amendments were voted down 
before the Senate decided by a vote of 
#4 to 25 to concur in the House amend- 
ments to the bill. The voting began at 5 
o'clock and the bill was passed a quarter 
of an hour afterward. Most of the “ in- 
surgent’’ Republicans joined with the 
regulars in supporting the measure in 
the final action on it, but Senators 
Bristow, Cummins, and La Follette re- 
fused to yield and cast their ballots in 
the negative with the Democrats. Sena- 
tor Chamberlain cast the only Democratic 
vote for the bill. 

President Taft was naturally very 
happy this evening over the fina] pas- 
Sage of the measure. He explained to 
50Me White House visitors that one of 
the reasons why he had been so insistent 
in advocating it was his feeling that it 
represented the demand of a portion of 
the people who had small means of voic- 
ing their desires for Federal legislation. 
Among these are many foreigners, who 
do not even have votes, but who are 
saturated with suspicion of practically 
all institutions for the encouragement 
of money saving except those which have 
the direct sanction and backing of the 
Government. 

The President feels that it is to these 
poorer people in the United States that 


the Postal Banks will appeal and that 
it will encourage the saving of money 
by them. He believes that the opera- 
tion of the system will result in the 
accumulation and bringing into service 
of a large amount of new banking money, 
— which the whole country will bene- 
that there was no demand for the legis- 
lation from public men or politicians, or 
from the bankers or business men of the 
country.

The Postal Savings Bank bill, as it goes 
to the President, provides for the desig- 
nation of Post Offices as postal savings 
depository offices. The opening of such 
depositories is left to the discretion of a 
board of three Trustees, consisting of the 
Postmaster General, the Secretary of the 
Treasury, and the Attorney General. This 
board has complete control of the deposi- 
tories and of their funds. As it will re- 
quire considerable time for the board to 
prepare its regulations it is impossible 
at this time to predict when the postal 
banking system wiil be in operation. 

In these depositories any person over 
10 years of age may make deposit of 
funds amounting to $1 or multiples of that 
amount. Passbooks will be issued to de- 
positors, and interest allowed at the rate 
of 2 per cent. per annum. No person is 
to be permitted to deposit more than $100 
in any month, nor to be allowed to have 
exceeding $500 to his credit at any time. 
The withdrawal of funds is to be per- 
mitted at any time. 

The postal savings funds thus accumus 
lated are to be placed in State and Na- 
tional banks in the communities in which 
the deposits are made, and the banks are 
to be.required to pay 2% per cent. interest. 
Five per cent. of the total deposits is to 
be held by the Treasurer of the United 
States as a reserve to guarantee the pay- 
ment of depositors.

BOND BILL PASSES. 
House Reclamation Measure Accepted 


with One Amendment Only, 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON,: June 22.-In a burst of 
almost unprecedented activity the Senate 
to-day disposed of almost every bill stand- 
ing between it and the’adjournment of 
Congress. Three important Administra- 
tion measures were disposed of, and the 
way now seems clear for adjournment not 
jater than Saturday. The two items wiped 
off the slate to-day, besides the Postal 
Savings Bank bill, which was agreed to 
as it passed the House, were the Recla- 
mation Bond Issue bill, reduced to the 
$20,000,000 limit decided on by the House, 
and the bil] providing publicity of cam- 
paign contributions. 

The votes on the three measures came 
at the close of a Ong aay of dribbling 
debate on the Postal bill interspersed at 
intervals when the talk gave out with a 
dip into the calendar of smaller meas- 
ures. Under a Senate order a vote on 
the Postal Savings Bank bill did not come 
until 35 o'clock, and it was jn that hour 
that all three of the measures were 
passed. 

The one‘effort made to stave off the 
publicity bill came from Senator Cullom 
of Illinois. When the time came for the 
bill to be called he made his favorite 
motion for escape from all legislative. 
ills, moving that the Senate go into execu- | 
tive session. This motion is made regu-} 
larly every afternoon by the Chairman, 
of the Committee on Foreign Relations, ' 
and it is unheard of that it should fail of 
adoption. To-day, however, the Senate! 
was in a mood for business, and to Cul- 
lom'’s own amusement his motion was 
overwhelmingly defeated. 

The Appalachian bill remains the un- 
finished business of the Senate and as 
such will come up automatically until 
disposed of. There will be opposition to 
the measure.

ENGINE HITS AUTO; TWO DIE. 


Two Others in the Car Save Them- 
selves by Jumping, Then Disappear. 
_ Special to The New York Times. 
WOODBRIDGE, N. J., June 22.—An auto- 
mobile containing four men was struck 
near here to-day by a ‘“ wildcat ’’ locomo- 
tive at a crossing of the Port Reading 
Branch of the Philadelphia .& Reading 
Railroad. Two of the men were killed and 
}two escaped without injury. The dead

The identity of the men who escaped in- 
jury is not Known. After the accident 
they disappeared. The body of the chauf- 
feur, pinned beneath the automobile, 
which took fire, was burned almost be- 
yond recognition.

The accident occurred between Rahway 
and Woodbridge. At the point where the 
driveway crosses the railroad tracks there 
is a high embankment for a distance of

AWAIT KIDNAPPED BOY. 


Dr. Scimeta Was Expecting His Son 
Home Late Last Night. 


There was a family feast at midnight 
}last night in the home of Dr. Mariano 
, Scimeta of 2 Prince Street, whose three- 
year-old son, Michael, was kidnapped on 
Tuesday as the climax of some fifteen 
Black Hand letters received in the last 
three years. The boy's return was ex- 
pected at any moment. 

Karly yesterday morning Dr. Scimeta 
received a letter signed ‘‘ Black Hand.”’ 
demanding $8,000 as the price of the 
boy's return. He was warned not to 
tell the police about it, but the writer 
of the letter stated nothing as to time, 
| place, or method of handing over the 
ransom. 

Dr. Scimeta calmly showed the letter 
both to the police and reporters. He 
Seemed cheerful and at east as to what 
he would do. At noon he left the house. 
Several detectives saw him go, but when 
they were ashed why they did not follow 


him they said it would be no use, and 
One 


would only delay the bov's return. 
detective said to Dr. Scimeta: 

‘“ You Know who has your boy, and you 
know that we know. But we have not 
sutficieat evidence to Warrant an arrest.”’ 

‘1 prefer to manage it myself,’’ an- 
swered the physician. 

Thereafter some of the detectives spent 
the day cheerfully in a saloon near the 
boy’s home. 

Dr. Scimeta, it was said, went to the 
home of a brother, Dr. E. Scimeta, in 
Houston Street. When he returned at 2 
o’ciock the report spread that the boy’s 
recovery was being engineered through 
the brother. Both Dr. Scimeta and his 
wife were cheerful. They said they ex- 
pected the boy to be returned some time 
n the evening, and that it would have 
been brought about sooner if the detec- 
tives had not been on hand. They re- 
fused to tell, however, who had taken the

Ohio Democrats Also Indorse 
Governor for Presidential 
Candidate in 1912. 





HIS OBJECTION OVERRULED 





Platform Denounces New Tariff, Sec- 
retary Ballinger, and Removal 
of Pinchot and Glavis. 


~ 


DAYTON, Ohio, June 22.—The Demor 
cratic Party of Ohio goes into the State 
campaign this Fall with Judson Harmon 
as its candidate for Governor and for 
President. The Democratic State Con- 
vention, which completed its labors to- 
day, indorsed him in the strongest terma 
for the Presidency of the United States 
after it had renominated him for Gov~ 
ernor by acclamation. 

The belief held by many delegates that 
the Governor will resign shortly after the 
beginning of his new term in order to 
become a candidate before the next Dem- 
ocratic National Convention was voiced 
by former Governo™James E. Campbell. 
He was introducing Atlee Pomerene of 
Canton, the nominee for Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor, 

‘‘ Here is the man,’”’ he said, “who will 
be Lieutenant Gaqyernor for six months 
and Governor for a year and six months.” 

Gov. Harmon tried to induce the Resi- 
lutions Committee to omit the Presiden- 
tial indorsement, saying he was making 
his present fight on State issues and did 
not want national issues injected into the 
campaign. He was told that it could not 
be prevented. The resolution as adopted 
by the convention was as follows: 


We invite the attention of the Nation to 
Judson Harmon and the work ne is doing 
for Ohio. Two years hence it will have 
been completed; then we can spare him 
for larger duties. He believes that guilt is 
personal—is acting on that belief at home, 
and would act upon it in larger fields. A 
high sense of duty provides his only mo- 
tive for officia] actions, and his sense of 
justice alone compels his judgment. Firm- 
ness and strength mark him the man to 
supplant vacillation and weakness. The 
Nation needs a real man, and the Ohio 
Democracy presents and indorses for the 
Presidency in 19142 Judson Harmon. 


In his speech to the convention Gov. 
Harmon said:

A power so insolent in its contro! of the 
law-making powers must be overthrown 
without delay and will be if the Amer- 
ican people have not lost their spirit.

The 
waste of public funds which, to the ex- 
tent of §300,000,000, is openly confessed, 
is well worth looking after, especially 
now, when the people, who have to make 
it up, are everywhere struggling to meet 
the cost of living. And neither economy 
nor watchful regard for the common wel- 
fare is possible in Washington while the 
reign of the favored goes on and the 
practical genius of our people finds such 
Small expression in the conduct of their 
public business.

We believe in the conservation of our 
Natural resources, and we denounce the 
Administration, and especially Secretary 
Ballinger. for dismissing from the public 
service tried and true officers, whose only 
aim wes the preservation to the people of 
such resources. 

Instead of protecting and defending graft- 
ers. ag was the way of Republican offi- 
cers, the present Governor is having them 
prosecuted and sued for the return to the 
Mate of the many thousands of dollars se- 
cured by fraud and wrongdoing. The Gov- 
ernor 18 handicarped in the task of puri- 
fying and improving the public service by 
the opposition of a hostile Legislature and 
Republican State >fficials 
The platform also favors regulation of 

all other public utilities, as well as rail- 
roads, ratification of the Federal income 
tax amendment, election of United States 
Senators by direct vote of the people, and 
the initiative and referendum 

Atlee Pomerené, who was a candidate 
against Harmon for the Gubernatorial 
nomination two years ago, almost angrily 
demanded that he be not compelled to 
make the sacrifice, as he termed it, of 
accepting the nomination for second place. 
Although he was not formally put in 
nomination, he had nearly enough votes 
on the first ballot to uwominate him. He 
withdrew his name, but on the second 
ballot, before the roll call was completed. 
the nomination was made unanimous. He 
asked time to consider the matter, and 
after an hour’s conference with his friends 
announced that he would accept. 

The proposition to indorse a candidate 
for United States Senator, which was 
suggested by William J. Bryan, was de- 
feated, receiving but 254 out of the 1,009 
votes in the convention.. The Senatorial 
indorsement plan had been successively 
defeated in the State Central Committee, 
the Rules Committee, and the Resolu- 
tions Committee. 

A move of great importance in Ohio was 
made by the convention when it indorsed 
the proposal for a Constitutional Conven- 
tion, a question that will be voted upon 
by the people this Fall.

NEW JERSEY ATTACKS RATES. 


Attorney General Will Appeal to Inter- 
State Commission for a Suspension. 


TRENTON, N. J., June 22.—As a result 
of resolutions adopted by the State Rail- 
road Commission and a conference with 
Gov. Fort, Attorney General Wilson will 
g0 to Washington to-morrow and ask the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission to re- 
strain the Pennsylvania,~Jersey Central, 
Erie, and Lackawanna Railroads from 
raising the present commutation rates. 


He will seek the enforcement of the law 
recently passed by Congress authorizing 
the Inter-State Commerce Commission to 
suspend any proposed railroad increase 
pending an investigation. 

This course has been adopted because 
most of the complaints filed by commut- 
ers have to do with inter-State traffic. 
In the case of the Erie a different course 
may be taken as a result of a merger of 
that road with the New York, Susquehan- 
na & Western Railroad in 1898, which 
was authorized by the Legislature on 
condition that no increase in rates would 
be made, If this law is still in vogue the 
Attorney General will seek an injunction 
from the Court of Chancery restraining 
the Erie from advancing its rates. The 
Erie asserts the law is not in force now. 

For several weeks there has been a 
cry from certain quarters to convene the 
Legislature in special session and give to 
the Utility Board power over rates. 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—Gov. Fort of 
New Jersey this afternoon notified the 
[Inter-State Commerce Commission by tel- 
egraph that the State of New Jersey had 
forwarded complaints against various 
railroads alleging excessive commutation 
passenger rates and requesting that the 
commission suspend those rates until after 
full inquiry. 

The increases {in rates vary from 3% 
per cent. to about 40 per cent., and they 
are to become effective on dates ranging 
from June 26 to July 5.

TO BE THE BIGGEST SHIP. 


Kaiser Sees Plans of eneet to be Built 
by Hamburg-American Line. 


HAMBURG, June 22.—Arriving here 
from Potsdam to-day, Emperor William 
lunched with Albert Ballin, Director Gen- 
eral of the Hamburg-American Steamship 
Line, and Marine Constructor Mewes, who 
explained to the Emperor the plans of the 
new steamer which the company has 
decided to build immediately. 

This will be the largest steamship in 
the world, having a length between per- 
pendiculars of 876 feet and a breadth of 
85144 feet. From keel to upper deck she 
will measure 64 feet. She will have a 
speed of 22 knots, and will be twice the 
tonnage of the Kaiserin Auguste Victoria. 

The Emperor showed great interest in 
the detailed plans of the vessel, which 
were shown in views by the stereopticon. 
Later he presented to Herr Ballin a bronze 
bust of himself. 


POTSDAM, June » 23.—Emperor William 
started at 8 o'clock this morning by train 
for Hamburg on his way to attend the 
yachting regatta at Kiel. 

He will board the imperial yacht Hohen- 
zollern at Altona. 

As his Majesty stepped out of the new 
palace he appeared somewhat pale, but he 
walked without limping. It is under- 
stood that the inflammation of his right 
knee joint is nearly healed. 


TO AID FRENCH BIRTH RATE. 


Measures Introduced in Parliament— 
One Repeals the Estate Law. 


PARIS, June 22.—-A series of measures 
designed to stimulate the birth rate in 
France was introduced in Parliament 
to-day. 

They include the imposition of addiition- 
al military service upon bachelors 
29 years of age, making obligatory the 
marriage of State employes who have 
reached the age of 25 years, with supple- 
mentary salaries and pension allowances 
for those with more than three children, 
and the repeal of the law requiring the 
equal distribution of estates among the 
children. 

The dislike of Frenchmen to dividing 
their property is a frequent cause of re- 
stricted families, according to those who 
have made a study of the subject. 

The proposed legislation follows the re- 
cent publication of vital statistics which 
showed that the births in the republic in 
1909 were 770,000, against 792,00) in the 
preceding year, and that the population 
has,been increased by only 3,000,000 since 
1851.

Commerce Board Says It and Great 
Northern Have Delayed With- 
cut Excuse. 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—In its report 
on the application fur a rehearing of the 
cases involving a reduction of sieepins 
car rates, made public to-day, the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission sharply crit- 
icises the Pullman Compaiuy for not sub- 
mitting to the commissiou all of ths 
facts in the cases. Two days ago it was 
announced by the commission that, while 
a rehearing of the Loftus cases against 
the Pullman Company and the Gieat 
Northern Railroad would be granted, no 
stay in the order of the commission would 
be allowed. The order is to become ef- 
fective on July 1, 1010. 

The commission, in its full report, issued 
to-day, points out that the orders of the 
commission were made on March 15, 1910, 
after an investigation extending vver a 
period of nearly three years, yet the car- 
riers involved—the Pullman Company and 
the Great Northern Railroad Company-— 
the commission declares, ‘‘have seen fit 


to remain quiescent until within a few 
days of the time when the orders by 
their terms are to become effective, 

‘This method of procedure is not sat- 
isfactory, and, since the proceedings be- 
fore the commission pertained to a mat- 
ter of great importance and wide pub- 
licity, appears to be without adequate ex- 
cuse. Nevertheless, the commission wouid 
now suspend the operation of the orders 
until such time as the additional evidence | 
referred to could be introduced and passed 
upon if convinced that such evidence 
would show the pertinent circumstances 
and conditions to be materially different 
from those indicated by the evidence 
which was considered when the orders 
were made. But under the circumstances 
the commission feels constrained to de- 
cline to postpone further the effective 
date of the orders.’’ 

The report says the date for the rehear- 
ing will not be fixed ‘‘ until the orders 
have been in force for a sufficient period 
of time, say three or four months, to en- 
able the commission to obtain information 
concerning their effect.’’ Then if the re- 
sults under the rates fixed indicate that 
@ mistake has been made the commission 
will not hesitate to make any change it 
may consider proper.

Business Men in Session Here 
Say the Commission Should 
Be Permanent. 





CONGRESS “DODGED ISSUE” 





Information Should Be Gathered Sys- 
tematically and Continuously, 
Manufacturers Assert. 





The Executive Committee of the Na- 
tional Tariff Commission Association met 
yesterday at the Waldorf, and considered 
the grant of $250,000 made in the Payne 
bill for the institution of inquiries into 
the tariff situation. After discussing re- 
ports from sections of the country it was 
decided that this appropriation was en- 
tirely inadequate. It was unanimously 
voted: 

That while appreciating that much useful 
informaticn can be gathered with the ap- 
propriation of $250,009 in the hands of the 
President, Congress has failed squarely to 


ineet the issue by providing for a perma- 
nent independent Tariff Commission. 


In discussing this matter after the meet- 
ing J. C. Cobb of Boston, President of the 
association, declared that it would now 
carry the fight into the States, and would 
try to educate them to the importance of 
the issue in view of the forthcoming 
Congressional elections. 

The National Tariff Commission has a 
membership of 71 business organizations 
from 41 States, of the standing of the Na-! 
tional Association of Manufacturers, the 
Chicago Association of Commerce, the 
Philadelphia Board of Trade, and the, 
United Metal Trades Association of Port- 
land, Ore. Besides this its resolution in 
favor of a Tariff Commission has been 
indorsed by nearly 200 other bodies, in- 
cluding the New York Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

John Kirby, Jr., President of the Na= 
tional Association of Manufacturers, By 
member of the Executive Committee o2 
the Tariff Commission Association, said: 

‘We want a commission as free from 
political bias as the Supreme Court. Its 
members should be appointed for life or 
for long terms. We want it to find out the 
whole truth about the tariff, so that i¢ 
may laid before the Nation.

The President has no 
power of initiative in legislation, and it is 
to the legislative authority that the in- 
formation should ve given. At the same 
time Mr. Miles feels that it is of vital 
importance that the voters should be ad-. 
vised in some authoritative way of ther 
facts of the matter, so that they may 
know which rates require adjustment. 

Other members of the association e@x-: 
plained that the objection that the mante 
facturers have to the present appropria- 
tion of $250,000 is that there is no guar- 
anutee that it will be continued, and that, 
its use is a purely personal question for 
President Taft. They believe that he is 
desirous of getting at the truth in the 
matter, but they point out that there is’ 
no guarantee that his successor may not 
be a high tariff man, and in this case.the 
appropriation, if continued under the same 
conditions, would be useless 

They believe, moreover, that a perma- 
nent independent commission would go far 
io settle the present unrest. As thi 
are there is a widespread bellef that the 
tarff is too-high in a number of its sched-' 
ules, but no one would say how much.

- Prof. Caswell. 





THE MINUTES TO RECORD IT 





Commissioner Somers Tells How anAct 
of Kindness by a Woman Teacher's 
Parents Has Tended to Hurt Her. 





The Board of Education by unanimous 
vote yesterday adopted resolutions of re- 
gret for the recent death of Prof. Albert 
S. Caswell, for -nany years director of 
musics in all the High Schools of the city, 
and ulso directed that an address by Com- 
missioner Somers describing as baseless a 
published aspersion on his character and 
that of a woman teacher in the schools be 
printed in full in the minutes. 

Prof. Caswell, who was past sixty years 
old, died at Echo Lake, N. J., on June 13. 
Published stories of his death said that 
he had been living there with @ woman 
teacher who was not his wife. When Sec- 
retary Palmer had concluded reading the 
resolution on Prof. Caswell’s death Com- 
missioner Somers said he felt it his duty 
to denounce as false what he described 
as the “merciless slander’’ which had 
been circulated against the late music 
director. He said the stories must have 
shocked those who had known and loved 
Prof. Caswell throughout ‘is life, but who 
did not know the circumstances. 

‘Dr. Caswell is dead,’’ said Mr. Somers. 
‘‘He cannot defend himself. There will 
be no day in court for him. His heart 
is past all breaking. The debt he owed 
to his God, in whom he always had an 
abiding faith, has been or will be paid 
in God’s own way. Nothing that I might 
say can help him, but something that 
I can say will help a pure, innocent wo- 
man, whom it attempted to destroy 
by the foul accusations made against her 
in an effort to disgrace the memory of 
a man who never during life defamed 
any mortal. 

“It is true that more than twenty-five 
years ago there was unpleasantness in 
his domestic life that led to the breaking 
up of his home. At the time of his death 
this old wound was reopened and a 
young woman, a teacher in one of our 
schools, was represented as having been 
the cause of the breaking up of this 
home. 

‘This young woman is a Miss E. W. 
Burns, with whose mother and sister 
Prof. Caswell made his home during the 
latter years of his life, and it is in de- 
fense of this young woman, as well as 
of Prof. Caswell, that I speak to-day, be- 
cause she has no opportunity of defend- 
ing herself. 

“ Of the unfortunate disruption of Prof. 
Caswell's home, let me say that this 
young woman is as innocent as is the 
little, crippled, almost sightless daughter 
that bears my name. I have seen within 
the last few days documentary evidence, 
dated as tar back as 1884 and 1886, telling 
the story of the breaking up of this home, 
and nowhere is the name of this young 
woman mentioned, nor is her existence 
even hinted at. 

. Further than to make this statement 
in justice of Miss Burns, my lips are 
sealed forever as to the contents of the 
documents I have referred to. One day 
the court may be called upon to review 
them, and when it does the reputation of 
Prot. Caswell will not suffer. Judge 
George Freifeld, a former member of this 
board, joined me in the examination of 
ae evidence, and asked me to speak for 
itm. 

“It has been charged that Prof. Cas- 
well has been living with this young 
woman in Brooklyn and at Echo Lake. 
A baser libel was never uttered. It is 
true he lived under the same roof. but 
why not tell the truth and all the truth. 
Why not say that this young woman’s 
mother, cne of the finest and best old la- 
dies that ever lived, kept house for her 
two daughters, one of them married, 
with two fine boys, and that Prof. Cas- 
well made his home with this most ex- 
emplary family, a home that I have vis- 
ited with my family many times, and a 
home of which I was so fond that last 
year my wife and my children spent the 
Summer at Echo Lake for the sole pur- 
pose of being near the good old lady, 
and nearly every day saw them all to- 
cether, and I knew mine were safe. I[ 
believe I was responsible partly for the 
arrangement that brought Prof, Caswell 
to become a member of the Burns house- 
hold. 

‘“‘As for this voung woman who lives, 
and must live, give her justice. She has 
done no wrong, unless following the ex- 
aniple of her saintly mother in being a 
help and a power for good be wrong. 1 
have known their home life. I have lived 
in that home life, and as God is my 
judge I have never seen or heard there 
the slightest suggestion indicating an im- 

roper relation. It did not exist. My 
faith in this young woman will never be 
shaken, though the world should turn 
against her. 

‘For the sake of the truth and in the 
spirit of fair dealing I make this state- 
ment, and as far as Miss Burns is con- 
cerned the matter ends.’’ 

When Mr. Somers ceased speaking half 
a dozen voices broke in to move that 
his statement be printed in full in the 
record. $ 

Prof. Caswell was one of the two di- 
rectors of music in the public school sys- 
tem. He had been connected with the 
schools for nearly forty years, and at 
the time of his death Supervised the music 
{n the High Schools of all the boroughs. 
He was regarded as a gifted musician and 
an efficient teacher.

Reports had reached the board regard- 
ing Principal Chase’s conduct toward 
some of the older pupils and pupil teach- 
ers in one ef his schools. These were re- 
garded as gossip at first, but they be- 
come so persistent that the Committee on 
Elementary Schools, headed by Commis- 
sioner Abraham Stern, took the matter 


up. ' 

Two girls had complained that Principal 
Chase had tried tec kiss them, and had 
succeeded in forcing his attentions upon 
them. More serious charges were made 
against the Principal, Chairman Stern 
said last night, but were not sustained. 

The two girls, however, appeared before 
the Elementary Schools Committee and 
testified that Principal Chase had kissed 
them. The committee recommended that 
Mr. Chase be dismissed summarily.

Singer Alsosto Appear at the Metro- 
politan Next Season. 

Miss Mary Garden cabled to Andreas 
Dippel from Paris yesterday that she 
would be a - member of his Chicago: Opera 
Company next season. This puts the fin- 
ishing touch on Mr. Dippel’s plan to pre- 
sent French opera comique, as he already 
has Messrs. Renaud, Dalmores, and Du- 
franne under contract. 

Miss Garden will also appear as one of 
the special stars in many of the perform- 
ances of French opera to be given by the 
Chicago Opera Company at the Metropoli- 
tan Opera House next Winter. These will 
be given while the Chicago company is 
filling its engagement at the Philadelphia 
Opera House. All of the performances 
will be under the direction of Mr. Cam- 
panini. 

One new part Miss Garden will intro- 
duce on the American stage next season 
and that is Carmen, which she has never 
sung anywhere, but which she has been 
planning to sing for some time. Her Car- 
men will first be divulged to Chicagoans, 
but afterward New York may see it. 

“Thais,” ‘‘Le Jongleur de Notre 
Dame,” and ‘‘ Salome” will be sung in 
Chicago, but what the répertoire for the 
ten New York nights is to be will not be 
announced for several days. Later a spe- 
cial subscription will be opened for these 
nights. 

Miss Garden has -kept very quiet about 
her-plans since Mr. Hammerstein quit the 
field of opera. To all inquiries she has 
said, ‘‘I shall wait until later before de- 
ciding.”’ 

However, to her father and a few 

friends she has confessed that she has no 
intention of returning to America on any 
other terms than those called for in her 
contract with Mr, Hammerstein for next 
season, And Mr. Dippel announced yes- 
terday that he had concluded the engage- 
ment on these terms.

THALLON LIBRARY AS A GIFT. 


Late Musician’s Books and Unbound 
Scores Presented to Brooklyn. 
The Brooklyn Public Library has recent. 
ly acquired by gift the brary of the late 
Prof. Robert Thallon. The library con- 
Sists of about 3,283 unbound scores. piano 
Selections, &c., and 800 bound volumes. 
It was a gift of John Thallon and Mrs. 
William M. Thallon, executors of the 

estate. . 

Prof. Thallon was for thirty-five years 
identified with the musical interests of 
Brooklyn. He was born in Liverpool in 
1852, and came to this city in 1854. In 
LSG4 he returned to Europe and studied 
extensively at Leipsic, Florence, Milan, 
Stuttgart, and Paris, returning to Brook- 
lyn in i875. His house at 900 St. Mark’s 
Avenue was long famous as a musical 
centre. The Saturday morning concerts 
held there for sixteen years attracted 
much attention. Prof. Thallon was for 
seven years organist of the Central Con- 
gregational Church and for two years or- 


ganist of Plymouth Church. He died in 
March of this year. 


HENRY SANDHAM’S CAREER. 


Though a Canadian, He Was Long 
identified with American Art World. 














Henry Sandham, whose death in London 
on Tuesday was told in a special cable 
to yesterday’s TIMES, was a Canadian 
artist, and for twenty years was identified 
with American art. He was born in 
Montreal in 1842, and when her Royal 
Highness Princess Louise in 1880 selected 
the charter members of the Royal Can- 
adian Academy, he was included. A year 
later, however, he took up his residence 
in Boston, and from that time took rank 
in the American art world. He was well 
known as an illustrator, and had done 
much work for the leading American pub- 
lishers, besides many of the -English, 
French, German, and Spanish houses. 

He received medals at the Philadelphia 
Centennial Exhibition in 1876, in London 
in 1886, and Boston in 1881. His work 
was also officially recognized by Portu- 
gal. He painted many historical pictures 
and portraits, some of which are now 
hanging in the Canadian Parliament 
Buildings at Ottawa, and the Nova Scotia 
Parliament Buildings at Halifax, the 
Smithsonian Institution, Washington; the 
Town Hall of Lexington, Mass.: the State 
House, Boston, and the City Hall, Paisley, 
Scotland. He was a frequent exhibitor 
in the Roval Academy of London and the 
Salon of Paris. 











Original “Peck’s Bad Boy” Actor Dead

BOSTON, June 22.—Richard A. Coleman, 
the original ‘“‘ Peck’s Bad Boy”"’ of the 
stage, died yesterday at the Derby House, 
West End.

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SUDDENLY IN LONDON 


Found Dead in Bed in Grand 
Hotel—Inquest Adjourned for 
Analysis to be Made. 








WOUNDED AT GETTYSBURG 





Physician Says He Was One of “Those 
Neurotic Americans Who Work 
Until They Drop.”

LONDON, June 22. — Lyndon Hoyt 
Stevens of Greenwich, Conn., who took 
part in the battle of Gettysburg, where 
he was wounded, was found dead in 
bed yesterday in the Grand Hotel, 
Charing Cross, where he had been a 
regular visitor for the last fourteen 
years. His death is believed to be due 
to heart disease. 

Mr. Stevens arrived in London ten 
months ago and recently developed in- 
fluenza. With his wife he went to 
Paris, and Mrs. Stevens sailed from 
Cherbourg for New York three weeks 
ago, Mr. Stevens intending, if possible, 
to sail on the Amerika next Friday. 

On Monday night Mr. Stevens ‘went 
to bed at 10 o’clock, asking to be called 
early the next morning. When a cham- 
bermaid entered the room she found 
him dead in bed, with a book clutched 
in his hand. An inquest held to-day: 
was adjourned in order that a patholo- 
gist might make an analysis. Accord- 
ing to the manager of the hotel, a glass 
containing liquid was found near the 
bedside, where also was a letter ad- 
dressed to Mrs. Stevens, in which Mr. 
Stevens said he was not feeling well, 
and that he would sail this week or 
next, and made reference to some finan- 
cial matters which he wished to settle 
before sailing. 

A physician testified that he had at- 
tended Mr. Stevens frequently in ,the 
past few years, describing him as “one 


of those high-strung, neurotic, hard- 
working Americans who simply go on 
working until they drop.” 

GREENWICH, Conn., June 22.—Lyndon

Among his team- 
mates he is known as Mr. Bell, or perhaps 
plain Bell, but at any rate he is a false 
alarm as far as helping the home team 
goes. The first four runs by New York, 
and they came in the first two innings, 
were enough to win for the Giants, and 
all were due primarily to Mr. Bell. When 
Devore, the first New Yorker at the bat, 
slashed a neat one past Smith for a base 
it looked as if Bell had missed his call- 
ing.

Silver Brook Farm’s Colt Beats 
Sysonby’s Mark in Run- 
ning of Old Stakes. 








The Turk, from W. 8. Fanshawe’s Sil- 
ver Brook Farm Stabke, was winner of 
the Tidal at Sheepshead Bay yesterday 
from 8. C, Hildreth’s Dalmatian, the 
Woodhaven St&ble’s Prince Imperial, and 
James R, Keene’s Grasmere.

TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


Borrowing on Finance Bills. 





The custom of borrowing money 
London on finance bills, which from time 
to time has been practiced to so great an 
extent as to cause some uneasiness in 
the London market despite that in the 
very nature of things they perfectly free 
transactions on the part of London bank- 
ers, is again being restored to since 
money has become so easy in London as 
to induce bankers there to make use of 
it in loans to this market. Such loans 
were referred to in the financial district 
yesterday as having been made in Lon- 
don for ninety days at 1% per cent., 
which is a very low rate compared with 
that prevailing here. The naming of this 
discount rate in London tells, however, 
only part of the story, for in addition 
those who float finance bills have to 
pay a commission to the London banker 
usually amounting to one-fourth of 1 per 
cent., and there are some incidental ex- 
penses which add a slight fraction to the 
rate. This brings the rate on these loans 
above the prevailing rate for call money, 
although it is less than the ninety-day 
rate in this market. As an offset to this 
difference, however, is the chance as- 
sumed by the New York borrower by 
means of these finance bills that when 
his loan matures exchange rates may 
have advanced.

The ease in the London money market, 
of which the willingness to lend money 
here is an indication, may lead, it is 
thought, to a further reduction in the 
minimum rate of discount of the Bank 
of England, which stands now at 8 per 
cent. That the discount rate in the open 
market in London is so much below the 
bank rate is looked upon as pointing to 
the likelihood of a further reduction in 
the bank rate,

NO CHANGES MADE 


IN IT 





And He Has Not Seen It—Two Weeks 
Ago He Refused to Accept it 
Until He Had. 





The ‘‘ White Slave’’ Grand Jury, head- 
ed by John D. Rockefeller, Jr., will go 
before Judge O’Sullivan at noon to-day 
and make another attempt to file its 
presentment which he refused to receive 
when the Grand Jury first asked to be 
discharged on June 9. The Judge said 
at that time that he would not accept 
the findings of the jurymen nor allow 
them to be filed until he was informed of 
the character of ihe document, 

It was learned on the best -authority 
yesterday that the presentment is still 
sealed, and that it has been seen by no 
one since Mr. Rockefeller put it in his 
pocket and left the courtroom two weeks 
ago. 

The presentment will be the same to the 
letter. The Grand Jury has not met in 
the interval except. for the hasty gather- 
ing after Judge O’Sullivan’s action, when 
iy resolution was taken that neither he 
Whitman should 
have a chance to see the document until 
it becomes a public record, a resolution 
that was passed unanimously, and with 
some enthusiasm. 

Judge O'Sullivan has had before him, 


however, the entire minutes of the Grand 


Jury meetings, and from these he is prob- 
ably in a better position to anticipate the 
nature of the presentment than the mere 
outsider. 

There has been no little talking behind 
closed doors on the matter, and much 
curiosity is felt throughout the Criminal 
Court Building as to whether the Grand 
Jury will have its way to-day. Neither 
Mr. Whitman nor those of his assistants 
interested in the investigation 
will talk about it. Mr. Wiitman has not 
seen the presentment, and has announced 
in court that he had no intention of ex- 
amining it, because he considered it the 
secret of the Grand Jury. 

Mr. Rockefejler arrived early yesterday 
morning for a conference, but was obliged 
to leave before Mr. Whitman reached the 
building. 

The District Attorney is still in the dark

TRAINMEN REJECT AWARD. 


Canadian Arbitrators Named 25 Per 
Cent. Increase—40 Per Cent. Asked. 


TORONTO, June 22.—Announcement has 
been made of the Board of Conclliation’s 
award in arbitration of the differences 
between the Grand Trunk and Canadian 
Pacific Railways and their trainmen and 
conductors. It provides a 25 per cent. 
{increase in wages as from May 1 last, 


conductors to receive $3.35 per hundred 
miles traveled and trainmen $2.20. 

The men asked for the standard wage of 
United States railroads, an increase of 40 
per cent. The matter involves more than 
15,000 employes. 


MONTREAL, June 22.—The executive 
representative of the conductors’ and 
trainmen’s organizations to-day wired to 
Ottawa refusing to accept the award of 
the Board of Arhitration, claiming that its 
provisions are insufficient.

, LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Glass Drops for Chandeliers Are Held 
to be Dutiable at 60 Per Cent. 


Glass drops for chandeliers were held 
dutiable yesterday by the Board of United 
States General Appraisers at the rate of 
60 per cent, under the provision in the 
Dingley tariff for articles af which glass 
is the component of chief value. Siegman 
& Weil, the importers, set up the conten- 
tion that the merchandise should be re- 
turned for duty either at 45 per cent: as 
“strips of glass,’’ or else as manufactures 
of glass, or manufactures in part of 
metal, all at lesser rates than those as- 
sessed. 

General Appraiser Sharretts, who writes 
the decision for the board, says that the 
official samples show that the goods are 
Strips of glass opalescent in color, 6 
inches in length by 1 inch in width, flat 
on one side, with a rib extending length- 
wise of the opposite side. The only grind- 
ing these strips have received has been 
done with the object of smoothing their 
rough edges, and they have‘ not been 
ground or polished on one or both sides to 
a cylindrical or prismatic form. 

Except for the grinding, according to 
the decision, the goods are in the condi- 
tion in which they came from the mold, 
and the board therefore holds that the 
glass drors are not included in the pro- 
vision of Paragraph 110. The board finds 
the merchandise to be dutiable as glass 
articles ground, it being held that the 
Collector’s action was properly taken, 
with the result that his decision is af- 
firmed.

Denounce the Attorney General 
in a Circular for Acting 
Against Bull Pool. 








SERVES BEARS, THEY SAY 





Southern Growers Think Prices Would 
Have Gone Higher but for 
His Attitude. 





Ever since the Federal authorities start- 
ed their investigation into the operations 
of the bull clique in the cotton market, 
which began buying cotton on future con- 
tracts aggressively early last Fall, the 
defenders of the bull leaders have been 
active in sugyasting political or other 
motives behind che prosecution. 

The feeling against the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s office has been particularly bitter 
in the South, which benefited more direct- 
ly this year than ever before from the 
higher prices for cotton established in 
the speculative markets in anticipation 
of the shipping season. The argument 
of the Southerners has been that the cot- 
ton market has been used without hin- 
drance in the past as a means to keep 
the price of cotton down, and this year, 
when the famine crop justified higher 
prices and the planters were getting the 
benefit of the rise in options, the Govern- 
ment stepped in with conspiracy indict- 
ments. 

The planters belleve that the Govern- 
ment’s action prevented cotton going to 
still higher levels, and denunciations of 
the Attorney General’s action have been 
frequent. 
larly sharp criticism of the Government 
in circular form were received in Wall 
Street. 

This circular, issued by Gordon S. Orme 
of New Orleans, is addressed to ‘* the cot- 
ton farmers, merchants, and citizens of 
the South.’’ It denounces the Attorney 
General's attack on the bull clique, which 
it says ‘‘ does not look to be one of such 
a voluntary nature on the part of the 
Gevernment; when Henry W. Taft, 
brother of the President, is the attorney 
for the New York Cotton Exchange and 
is particularly intimate with the 
clique who virtually control the Ex- 
change, and is also an ex-partner of Mr. 
Wickersham, the Attorney General of 
the United States, who fails to see fla- 
Srant violations of the law taking place 
almost daily in nearly all of the large 
organized corporations that the Govern- 
ment has overlooked, but has wasted 
nothing short of a small fortune on a 
case that can never be sustained by any 
court in the land, and can only bring 
distress upon the Administration in the 
end. 

‘It is high time for the people of the 


to expect whenever they attempt to pro- 
tect themselves and their property from 
the raids of the money power of New 
York, who seem sufficiently powerful 
when faced with defeat in any of their 
schemes to secure the assistance of the 
United States Government.”

Whereas, This Board has made inquiry as

Resolved, That the following form of the 
resolution for the grant of the franchise or 
right applied for by the Electric Protection 
Company of New York, containing the form 
of proposed contract for the grant of such 
franchise or right be hereby introduced and 
entered in the minutes of this Board, as fol- 
lows, to wit: 

** Resolved, That the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment hereby grants to the Electric 
Protection Company of New York, the fran- 
chise or right fully set out and described in 
the following form of proposed contract for 
the grant thereof, embodying all of the terms 
and conditions, including the provisions as to 
rates and charges, upon and subject to the 
terms and conditions in said proposed form of 
contract contained, and that the Mayor of The 
City of New York be and he hereby Is authkor- 
ized to execute and deliver such contract in 
the name, and on behalf of The City of New 
York. as follows, to wit: 

PROPOSED FORM OF CONTRACT. 

THIS CONTRACT, made this day 

, 19 , by and between The City of New 
York (hereinafter called the City), party of the 
first part, by the Mayor of said City, acting 
for and in the name of said City, under and in 
pursuance of the authority of the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment of said City 
(hereinafter called the Board), and the Electric 
Protection Company of New York (hereinafter 
called the Company,) party of the second part, 
witnesseth: 

In consideration of the mutual covenants 
and agrecments herein contained, the parties 
hereto do hereby covenant and agree as follows: 

Section 1. The City hereby grants to the 
Company, subject to the conditions and pro- 
visions hereinafter set forth, the right and 
privilege to lay, construct, maintain and op- 
erate suitable wires or other electrical con- 
ductors In conduits under the streets and ave- 
nues within the Borough of Manhattan and the 
portion of the Borough of The Bronx lying west 
of the Bronx River, for the purpose of elec- 
trically connecting, detecting and signalling 
apparatus to be located upon the premises of 
subscribers with signal recording apparatus lo- 
cated at some suitable point or points where 
such signals are to be recelved and thereby 
maintaining and operating burglary and fire 
aiarm systems for the protection of the prem- 
tseg ‘of subscribers and for no other purpose 
whatsoever. 

Sec. 2. The grant of this privilege fs subject 
to the following conditions, which shall be com- 
plied with by the Company: 

FIRST—The suid right and privilege to lay, 
construct, maintain and operate wires or other 
electrical conductors in conduits for the pur- 
pose aforesaid shall be held and enjoyed by the 
Company, for the term of fifteen (15) years 
from the date when this contract is signed by 
the Mayor, with the privilege of renewal of 
said contract for @ further period of ten (10) 
years upon a fair revaluation of said right and 
privilege. 

If the Company shall determine to exercise 
its privilege of renewal it shall make applica- 
tion to the Foard, or any authority which shall 
be authorized by law to act for the City in 
place of the Board. Such application shall be 
inade at any time not earlier than two (2) years 
and not later than one (1) year before the ex- 
piration of the original term of this contract. 
The determination of the revaluation shall be 
sufficient if agreed to in writing by the Com- 
pany and the Board, but in no case shall the 
annual rate of compensation to the City be 
fixed at a less amount than the sum required 
to be paid during the last year prior to the 
termination of the original term of this con- 
tract. 

If the Company and the Board shall not reach 
such agreement on or before the day one (1) 
year before the expiration of the original term 
of this contract, then the annual rate of com- 
pensation for such succeeding ten (10) years 
shali be reasonable, and either the City (by the 
Board) or the Company shall be bound upon re- 
guest of the other to enter into a written 
agreeinent with each other fixing the rate of 
such compensation at such amount as_ shall 
be reasonable, but in no case shall the annual 
rate so fixed be less thun the sum required 
to be paid for the last yer prior to the 
termination of the original term of this con- 
tract, and if the parties shall not forthwith 
agree upon what is reasonable, then the parties 
shall enter into a written ‘agreement fixing 
such annual rate and at such amount as shall 
be determined by three disinterested freeholders 
celected in the following tmnanner: 

One disinterested freeholder shall be chosen 
by the Board; one disinterested freeholder shal] 
be chosen by the Company; these two shall 
choose a third disinterested freeholder, and the 
three so chosen shall act as appraisers, and 
shall make the revaluation aforesaid. Such 
appraisers shall be chosen at least six (6) 
months prior to the expiration of this original 
contract, and their report shall be filed with 
the Board within three (3) months after they 
are chosen. They shall “ct as appraisers and 
not as arbitrators. They may base their judg- 
ment upon their own experience and upon such 
information as they may obtain by inquiries 
and investigations, without the presence of 
either party. They shall have the right to 
examine any of the books of the Company and 
its officers under oath. The valuations so as- 
certained, fixed, and determined: shall be con- 
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clusive upon both parties. but no annual sum 
shall, in any event, ba less than the sum re- 
quired to be paid for the last year of this 
original contract. If im any case the annual 
rate shall not be fixed prior to the termination 
of the original term of this contract, then .the 
Company shall pav the annual rate thereto- 
fore prevailing until the new rate shall be de- 
termined, and shall then make up to the City 
the amount of any excess of the annual rate 
then determined over the previous annual rate, 
The compensation and expenses of the said 
appraisers shall be borne jointly by the City 
and the Company, each paying one-half thereof. 

SECOND—The/Company ghall pay to the City 
for the privilege hereby granted the following 
sums of money: 

(a) The sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000) 
in cash within three (3) months after the 
date on which this contract is signed by 
the Mayor, and before anything is done 
in exercise of the privilege hereby 
granted. 

(b) During the first term of five (5) years 
an annual sum, which shall in no case be 
less than twelve hundred dollars ($1,200,) 
and which shall be equal to two (2) per 
cent. of its gross annual receipts, if such 
percentage shall exceed the sum of twelve 
hundred dollars ($1,200.) 

During the second term of five (5) years an 
annual sum, which shall in no case be less 
than twenty-five nundred dollars ($2,500,) and 
which shall be equal to two and one-half (2%) 
per cent, of its gross annual receipts, if such 
percentage shall exceed the sum of twenty-five 
hundred dollars ($2,500.) 

- During the remaining term of five (5) years 
an annual sum, which shall in no case be less 
than forty-five hundred dollars ($4,500,) and

All annual charges as above shall be paid 
into the treasury of the City on November 1 
of each year, and shall be for the amount due 
to September 30 next preceding. Provided that 
the first annual payment shall be only for that 
proportion of the first annual charge as the 
time between the date upon which this contract 
is signed by the Mayor, and September 30 fol- 
lowing shall bear to the whole of one year,

So Honored by That Univer- 
sity, Made Master of Arts.

John Burroughs, Kenyon Cox, and 
Simon Flexner Also Honored, and 
President’s Son a Graduate. 





NEW HAVEN, Conn., June 22.—Miss 
Jane Addams, President of the National 
Confe-ence of Charities and Correction 
and head of Hull House, Chicago, was 
one of the recipients of the honorary 
degree of Master of Arts conferred at the 
20th annual commencement at Yale to- 
day. Miss Addams is the first woman 
upon whom the university has conferred 
an honorary degree, and in presenting her 
to the President and Fellows Prof. Ber- 
nadote Perrin of the university referred 
to her work at Hull House as “the most 
extensive and important social settlement 
in the United States,’’ and continued: 

“She has had a prophctic vision of 
what might be dene, and militant courage, 
united with a high order of adminis- 
trative, social, and political capacity, in 
doing and getting it done.” 

At the same time, in a notable Ist of 
such henors, Yale conferred upon James 
Jerome Hill, Chairman of the Board of 
Directors of the Great Northern Rail- 
road, the degree of Doctor of Laws, and 
upon John Burrcughs, the naturalist and 
Mr. Roosevelt's good friend, the degree of 
Doctor of Letters. 

Others Who Got Degrees. 


‘Besides Miss Addams the recipients of 
the honorary degree of Master of Arts 
were Truman Handy Newberry, Yale, 
Ph. B., 1885, Secretary of the Navy in 
President Roosévelt’s Cabinet; Kenyon 
Cox, artist and art critic, and William 
Bradiey Coley, Yale, B. A., 1884, special- 
ist in malignant diseases, The degree of 
Doctor of Divinity was conferred upon 


Melancthon William Jacobus, acting 
President of the Hartford Theologica: 
Seminary, and that of Doctor of Science 
upon Thomas Burr Osborne, Chemist at 
the Connecticut Agricultural Institute, 
and Simon Fiexner, Director of the Rock- 
efeller Institute for Medical Research, 
while in addition to Mr. Hill Charles 
Doolittle Walcott, Secretary of Smith- 
gonian Institution, and Walter Francis 
Frear, Yale, .. 1895, Chief Justice 
and present Governor of Hawaii, received 
the degree of Doctor of Laws. 

Among those who received their diplo- 
mas from the academic department was 
Robert Alphonso Taft, son of the Presi- 
dent, and of the third generation of the 
family to receive a Yale degree. His 
eollege course has been one of honor, win- 
ning for scholarship, following in the 
footsteps of his father, his grandfather 
and his uncles. Miss Helen Taft and 
Master Charlie Taft sat with the family 
of Prof. W. W. Farnam throughout the 
exercises. 

The absence of President and Mrs. Tatt 
was a pea ¢ meg to the entire col- 
lege body. Many did not give up hope 
of seeing the President until the exercisgs 

gan. A report had spread that Presi- 
dent Taft was on his way, and Chief 
Cowles was about to send a squad of 
officers to the station to meet the Presi- 
dent’s train, when inquiry was made and 
the report proved false.

RUTGERS. COMMENCEMENT. 


Sixty-eight Degrees Conferred and 
Many Benefactions Announced. 


Specia! to The New York Times. 

NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., June 22.— 
Sixty-eight degrees were conferred and a 
number of changes in the staff and sev- 
eral benefactions were announced to-day 
at the annual commecement of Rutgers 
College, Supreme Court Justice Willard 
P. Voorhees, 71, and Duncan Dunbar 
Sutphin of New York, ’°83, took the oath 
as Trustees. Dr. Walter T. Marvin, as- 
sistant professor at Princeton, was ap- 
pointec Professor of Mental Philosophy 
and Logic, and Dr. Jacob G. Lipman, 
Associate Professor of Agriculture, was 
made Professor of Soil Fertility and Bac.
